5X1 i. On the outskirts of the village of Picar, in a place called the Pit, a 
building has reportedly been constructed shortly prior to the date of 
this report. The entire area surzvoundinge the building is enclosed with 
a barbed wire fence and guarded by 10 to 15 soldiers. It is believed 
that this building is a warehouse for war waterials. 


2, The entire area belonging to the St. Nicholas monastery {from Plesat to 
Munushtir) is a restricted military arca, and unyone approaching it 
unlawfully nay be shot on sight by the guards. It is enclosed by 2 
barbed wire fence. The number of military personnel used to cuarc this 
area is uninown. 4muunition and other wer materials are reported to be 
stored both inside the monastery and in the caves which lie to the west 
of ite 


bo There reportedly is a field artillery battery (four heavy guns) on the 
farm of Refic Budo, ub Viroj, along the right bank of the ULrin River. 
Var uaterials are also stored in two newly constructed buildings in the 
same area, but on the left bank of the Drin. Both of these areas are 
enclosed by a barbed wire fence ond guardad by soldiers. The two build= 
ings mentioned above are quite large; they are constructed entirely fror. 
reinforeed concrete and are located about 1,500 neters from tho military 
barracks of Gjinokaster. 


4, ‘The church of the Gjinokaster Brigaciers <sic) hus been converted into 
a military warehouse. It is surrounded by.a burbed wire fence and guarded 
by soldiers, The church cenetery (Orthodox) is included in the restricted 
area and burials in it are prohibited. ‘the site of the old slaurhter- 
house is being used today as a cemetery. 


Be A military warehouse has been constructed on the ruins of the monastery 
varchouse. It ia a restricted area, surroundac by turbed wire fence and 
under cuard. 
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6. The Baba Ali mosque, at Kullurice, has been converted into a military 
warehouse. It is a restricted area, surrounded by a barbed wire fence 
and under guerd. Traffic from Gjinokaster and Lezara is not permitted 
to pass along the road near this mosque. 


7. The Baba Sulejman mosque has also been converted into a military establish- 
ment. It is used as a guerdhouse for military court-martial proceedings.
